"Berkley Square" was the eighteenth century fantasy presented 
by the dramatics department this semester. The play, written by 
John L. Balaerston, was chosen because of its opportunities in 
characterization, and the author's expert handling of an unusual 
theme. 

Casting the play seemed difficult at first, double-casting was even 
considered. But after try-outs and discussion, the drama students 
seemed to slide into certain parts like pieces of a jigsaw puzzle. 
Still the picture was not complete. Selecting a play which de¬ 
pended so completely upon words and atmosphere—so little upon 
suspense or action—was a great challenge to high school actors.
